LONDON, April 10 (AP). — The 
Admiralty said today the 10,850-ton 
British aircraft carrier Hermes 
had been sunk by Japanese bomb- 
ers, but denied that two additional 
cruisers had been destroyed, as 
claimed by the Japanese. 

The Hermes was sunk 10 miles 
off the coast of Ceylon, the Ad- 
miralty said, adding it was prob- 


able that a large proportion of the 


crew had reached shore. 

The Hermes was the third large 
warship the British have admitted 
losing in the last two days. Yes- 
terday the Admiralty announced 
the sinking by Japanese planes of 
the heavy cruisers Dorsetshire and 
Cornwall in the same area. The 
cruiser losses had seriously crip- 
pled British protection of the sea 
road to India. Now, in the loss of 
the Hermes, the Royal Navy has 
been stripped of another formid- 
able weapon. 

One informed source said the at- 
tacks in which the Hermes, Dorset- 
shire and Cornwall were sunk cost 
the Japanese fully 75 planes. He 
said the Hermes was sunk by 
bombs, not plane-launched torpe- 
does. 

Japanese Claims, 

A Japanese naval communique 
said that besides the Hermes, a 
9100-ton cruiser of the Birmingham 
class and a 7550-ton cruiser of the 
Emerald class were sunk yester- 
day off Trincomalee naval station, 
Ceylon. 

The British Admiralty commtu- 
nique said: 

“The Board of Admiralty re- 
grets to announce that the aircraft 
carrier H. M. S. Hermes (Capt. R. 
F. J. Onslow, M. V. O., D. 8. C., 
R. N.) has been sunk by Japanese 
air attack off the coast of Ceylon.

SOLD, 10 WHOM 
REMAINS SECRET 


Sale Price -$3;350;000— 
Representative Says SEC 
Ordered That Purchaser 
Be Not Revealed. 


Who owns the St. Louis County 
Water Co. .vhich collects more 
than $1,300,000 a year from 50,000 
customers in St. Louis County, was 
a matter of speculation today. 
The utility was sold for $3,350,- 
000 yesterday through the St. Louis 
investment. firm, Stifel, Nicolaus 
& Co. Louis J. Nicolaus, board 
chairman of that firm, said the 
purchasers were undisclosed inter- 
ests represented by John G. Getz 
Jr. . 
However, at the office of the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
in Philadelphia, it was said Getz 
was not the purchaser “of record” 
and that the price paid for the util- 
ity was $3,260,000, or $90,000 less 
than the figure mentioned by Nico- 
laus, 
A representative of the SEC 
said members of the commission 
had given orders that the pur- 
chaser was not to be revealed. 
The law requires a public record 
of sales to holding companies or 
their associates, he said, but not 
of sales to individuals. 
Profit Apparently $90,000. 

The $90,000 difference between 
the price for the utility as report- 
ed by Nicolaus and as reported by 
the SEC, represents, apparently, 
the profit to Stifel, Nicolaus & Co. 
It had obtained SEC permission to 
buy the water company, and paid, 
presumably, $3,260,000, then sold it 
to the Getz interests for $3,350,000. 

The $3,350,000 price is $1,100,000 
less than that considered by the 
County Court of St. Louis County 
last year when it was negotiating 
to acquire the utility. The coun-

VOLUNTARILY FOR 
WAR WORK UNDE

WASHINGTON, April 10. — 
Women between the ages of 18 
and 65 will be asked to register 
voluntarily for war work if the 
problem of the mechanics of en- 
rollment can be worked out, 
President Roosevelt announced at 
his. press conference today. One 
proposed solution for the problem, 
he said, was for women to set up 


and handle the registration ma- 
chinery. 

The President said the voluntary 
registration of women and the 
aclective. service registration of 
then between 45 and 66 years old, 
which will be held April 27, were 
a part of the general man power 
mobilization program ndw under 
study. 

The great numbers of men who 
will register April 27, Roosevelt 
continued, presented such a diffi- 
cult problem that if it was decided 
to ask for voluntary enrollment of 
women in the near future, it 
would be at a date later than 
April 27. He stressed the difficul- 
ties of setting up registration ma- 
chinery and pointed out that he 
was using the word “if” when he 
spoke of the enrollment of 
women, 

“What will be done with these 
women after they are enrolled?” a 
reporter asked. 

The President laughingly re- 
plied that that would be found out 
later. 


On Use of Men, 


On the general question of man- 
power mobilization, the President 
said that one of the things on his 
mind was whether a completely 
new organization should be set up 
or whether use should be made of 
the various agencies, governmental 
and private, now actually engaged 
in this work. As examples of pres- 
ent agencies he listed the United 
States Employment Service, the 
training centers of many private 
plants, the vocational training 
schools, the National Youth Ad- 
ministration and the labor division 
of the War Production Board. 

With a smile, he said that -while 
he disliked the word “co-ordina- 
tor,” it might be possible to put 
a supervising co-ordinator over 
these various agencies. 

His cabinet committee on the 
subject, he said, had reported to 
him only verbally, while his in- 
formal AFL-CIO committee want- 
ed the work handled by the De- 
partment of Labor. He said that a 
super labor body would not be 
set up.

TOKYO (From Japanese broad- 
casts), April 10 (AP). — Japanese 
troops moving south along the east 
coast of Bataan have occupied the 
town of Cabcaben, the last settle- 
ment before the outpost of Mari- 
veles on athe extreem tip of the 
besieged peninsula, front-line dis- 
patehes said today.. Domei news 
agency reported the capture of 
thousands of American and Fili- 
pino troops. 

Airdromes and other military in- 
stallations at Cabcaben and on the 
road to the south have been de- 
stroyed by the retreating troops,

The occupation of Cabcaben fol- 
lowed the Japanese advance down 
the east coast in which the towns 
of Limay and Lamao were taken. 

Great Columns of Smoke. 

Japanese dispatches said that

Japanese Caught: Planes on 
Ground Dec. 8 and 
Sealed Island’s Fate by 
Wrecking Most of Them.

MELBOURNE, April 10 (AP).— 
The fate of Luzon and Bataan was 
sealed just before 1 p. m. on Dec. 
8, some 10 hours after the —— 
attack on Pearl Harbor. ~~" 

Our main bomber force was lined 
up on Clark Field, 40 miles north 
of Manila on Luzon Island, with 
the crews standing by awaiting or- 
ders to take off and bomb Japa- 
nese air and naval bases on the 
island of Formosa. 

Most of the pursuit planes were 
at nearby Iba Field. 

The pursuits and some bombers 
had been aloft during the morning, 
but had returned to the ground for 
orders. 

While these instructions were be- 
ing issued, the Japanese struck. 

Fifty-four heavy enemy bombers 
roared over Clark Field at 10,000 
feet and showered the grounded 
planes, runways and-hangars with 
explosives. 

Highty-six Japanese Zero fight- 
‘ers came in their wake and strafed 
the planes, ground forces and anti- 
aircraft batteries in low-level at- 
tacks. . 

Simultaneously other bombers 
and fighters dived on the parked 
planes at Iba Field. They left a 
roaring hell of flames at both air- 
dromes. 

Few Planes Saved. 

Some of our planes were saved, 
but the main strength of our air 
force was gone, 

After mdinight that night Japa- 
nese bombers came in over Manila 
Bay and, aided by flares and fires 
set by “fifth columnists” on the 
ground, attacked Nichols Field on 
the outskirts of Manila, where 
planes assigned to defend the Ca- 
vite naval base were stationed. 

Earlier Monday the Japanese air 
force had struck at American out- 
post air fields strung upon the 
western and northern coasts of 
Luzon, even some supposedly se- 
cret fields completed only a few 
days before. At eath some planes 
were destroyed on the ground in 
perfectly co-ordinated attacks. 

Japanese planes had been flying 
over Luzon several nights prior to 
the war. They had been picked up 
by detectors and once a flight of 
pursuits attempted to intercept 
them, but missed.

Ridicules Nazi Reports. 


He ridiculed German reports 
(evidently not circulated gener- 
ally). that Russian losses have 
reached 20 million, saying that 
anyone knows that only 10 to 12 
per cent of a nation’s population 
can be mobilized for the army. 
(Russia's population, by official 
estimate in 1940, was 193 million.) 

Lézovsky reported the Nazis had 
stopped giving information on 
their dead and wounded.

Warning for Bulgaria. 

Touching on a recent trip to 
Berlin by Boris of Bulgaria, he 
said the Nazis were seeking addi- 
tional “cannon fodder” for the 
Russian front. 

“The Bulgar rulers are going too 
far,” Lozovsky said. “In their 
humbleness toward Hitler they for- 
get Bulgaria's fate of 1918 and are 
preparing for the same fate as will 

befall Hitler Germany.” 

Lozovsky reported the Russian- 
British pact for Iran was success- 
ful in helping Iran. 

“This drives Hitler mad,” he 
said. “Hitler spreads fantastic re- 
ports that Britain has ceded Iran 
to the Soviet Union and that the 
Red Army is moving toward Iraq. 
This is a sheer lie. These lies are 
spread to conceal aggressive plans 
towards Iran’s neighbors.” 

Action on Kalinin Front. 

On the fighting front, «Soviet 

troops were officially declared to 


have killed 4470 Germans in re-/ 


pulsing one phase of a Kalinin 
front counterattack and killed 
more than 1200 more in engage- 
ments in other sectors. 

Nazi reserves recently arrived 
from deep in the rear bolstered 
the German lines for the counter- 
attack a few days ago, the Soviet 
Information Bureau said, 

A strongly fortified community 
of the Kalinin front, where opera- 
tiong center about Lake Ilmen, 
was said to have been captured by 
Red Army units in fighting that 
cost the Germans 860 casualties, 
dead and wounded. 

(The Berlin radio said tank-sup- 
ported Russian troops had broken 
through the German defense line 
north of Lake Ilmen and disoldged 
advanced detachments, but de- 
tiared the spearhead was. subse- 
quently cut off from supplies and 
reinforcements.) 

Nazi Headq Blasted. 

Front-line dispatches said that 
during a heavy artillery barrage 
the Russians blew up the staff 
headquarters of the 519th Infantry 
Regiment, killing its commander 
and six staff officers.*The position, 
described as a central point cover- 
ing the German rear, was taken 
by simultaneous Soviet attacks 
from two directions. Tanks were 
active. 

In another sector of the central 
front, the Russians were reported 
to have taken two large villages 
where,the Germans had assembled 
8000 Soviet civilians preparatory to 
sending them to Germany. They 
were freed by Red Army troops. 

The Soviet Information Bureau 
declared 40 Nazi dugouts, three 
field guns and 11 machine guns 
were captured in an attack on the 
central front, west of Moscow. 
Many Germans were reported 
killed,

Japs Control Indian Ocean. 
The British Navy, already com- 
mitted to guarding much of the 
North Atlantic,:as well as the Med- 
iterranean, was spread thinly over 
Eastern waters. Observers said 
that the Japanese in the last few 
days had won temporary air and 
sea control of the Indian Ocean, 
of which the Bay of Bengal is the 
principal arm. 

Oldest British Carrier. 
The Hermes, started as a part 
of Britain’s emergency program 
of the first World War, was the 
first warship specially designed by 
the Admiralty as an aircraft car- 
rier. Previously carriers had been 
reconstructed from existing ships. 

It was the fourth British air- 
craft carrier sent to the bottom in 
this war. The others were the 
22,000-ton Ark Royal, the 22,500- 
ton Courageous, and the 22,500-ton 
Glorious. 

The British Navy started the 
war with 10 aircraft carriers and 
two are scheduled for completion 
during 1942. 

The Hermes was begun Jan. 15, 
1918, but was not fitted out com- 
pletely until 1924. It wag refitted 
in 1933-34, , 

The Hermes was involved deeply 
in developing the Navy's air arm. 
It could carry only 20 planes, how- 
ever, as compared with the 60 or 
70 of newer carriers. It had a 
crew of almost 700 men. 

/The British Navy was especially 
fond of the Hermes. Typical is a 
general note recorded by Jane’s 
fighting ships: “splendid sea boat, 
very steady, with remarkably little 
rolling propensity.” 

Jane’s lists the armor of the 
Hermes as probably of the light 
cruiser type.

The increase in the average for 
all goods was due particularly to 
large gains in prices for pork, 
fruit and canned vegetables, the 
department said. Substantially 
higher prices were reported also 
for shortening, coffee, tea, rice 
and rolled oats. Declines were 
noted for butter and eggs and 
some fresh vegetables. 

The March 17 level for all food 
prices at retail was 118.6 per cent 
of the 1935-1939 average.

Increase in Degree Candidates. 
CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., April

the Southeast Missouri State 
Teachers’ College this year, Dr.

Defense Plant Corporation ia a 
subsidiary .of Reconstruction © Fi- 
nance Corporation which, in turn, 
operates under the Departmént of 
Commerce headed by Jones ag sec- 
retary. 

Bunker asserted that Defense 
Plant Corporation had agreed to 
lease a $63,000,000 magnesite re- 
finery at Las Vegas, Nev., to Basic 
Magnesium, Inc., on terms “so sin- 
ister as to indicate that some offi- 
cials in our Government are guilty 
of malfeasance.” 

Jones’ Statement. 

Jones issued a statement saying 
the speech contained “false and 
misleading statements” which 
Bunker “must know are untrue” 
and which took “no courage to 
make under his cloak of im- 
munity.” 

‘The plant, Jones asserted, would. 
cost about $70,000,000, would have 
an annual capacity estimated af 
112,000,000 pounds of metallic mag- 
nesium, was contracted for at the 
request of the Office of Production 
Management and the War Depart- 
ment, and “the Government’s in- 
terest is fully protected.” 

“Nine separate contractors are 
participating in the construction,” 
Jones said. “The fees to be paid 
these nine cdntractors and. engi- 
neering firms, together with the 
fee to Basic Magnesium,’ Inc., for 
its engineering plans, supervision 
and ‘know how’ will aggregate less 
than 2 per-cent of the total cost, 
of the plant. 

“The operating or management 
fee of the plant is to be one-half 
cent per pound of magnesium pro- 
duced,. which is approximately 2 
per cent of the estimated cost. 
The royalty for the ores will not 
exceed one-quarter cent per pound 
of magnesium metal produced.

Senator Bunker (Dem.), Nevada, 


was quickly denounced by Jesse 
Jones as “false” and “unworthy of 
a United States Senator.” 

Defense Plant Corporation is a 
subsidiary .of Reconstruction © Fi- 
nance Corporation which, in turn, 
operates under the Department of 
Commerce headed by Jones ag sec- 
retary. 

Bunker asserted that Defense 
Plant Corporation had agreed to 
lease a $63,000,000 magnesite re- 
finery at Las Vegas, Nev., to Basic 
Magnesium, Inc., on terms “so sin- 
ister as to indicate that some offi- 
cials in our Government are guilty 
of malfeasance.” 

Jones’ Statement. 

Jones issued a statement saying 
the speech contained “false and 
misleading statements” which 
Bunker “must know are untrue” 
and which took “no courage to 
make under his cloak of im- 
munity.” 

‘The plant, Jones asserted, would 
cost about $70,000,000, would have 
an annual capacity estimated at 
112,000,000 pounds of metallic mag- 
nesium, was contracted for at the 
request of the Office of Production 
Management and the War Depart- 


ment, and “the Government’s in- 


terest is fully protected.” 

“Nine separate contractors are 
participating in the construction,” 
Jones said. “The fees to be paid 
these nine cdntractors and. engl- 
neering firms, together with the 
fee to Basic Magnesium, Inc., for 
its engineering plans,. supervision 
and ‘know how’ will aggregate less 
than 2 per-cent of the total cost 
of the plant. 

“The operating or management 
fee of the plant is to be one-half 
cent per pound of magnesium pro- 
duced, which is approximately 2 
per cent of the estimated cost. 
The royalty for the ores will not 
exceed one-quarter cent per pound 
of magnesium metal produced.

April 10 (AP). — Representative 
Sam Rayburn, Speaker of the 
House, said last night the United 
States now has six times as many 
soldiers on the battle fronts—after 
four months — as Gen. Pershing 
had after 10 months of the war 
of 1917-1918, and that production 
of supplies for these troops was 
running ahead of schedule. 

(On Feb. 6, 1918 there’ were ap- 
proximately 200,000 United States 
soldiers ‘in France under Gen. 
Pershing, with most of them in 
training at that time.) 

Despite this bright picture, he 
told a unity rally, he did not ex- 
pect the end of the war in 1942. 
He sketched this outline of arms 
production: 

More than 3300 planes are pour- 
ing out of factories monthly, well 
ahead of schedule, tank production 
is ahead of schedule with one 
company alone turning out an 
entire trainload daily, and anti- 
aircraft gun production is in ad- 
vance of schedules.

“There’s no: doubt the order will 
curtail golf this year, although 
thsre must be enough on hand for 
six months. In any event, though, 
we will carry out our plans for 
exhibition matches for Red Cross 
and war relief.” 

Byron Nelson of Toledo, former 
U. open and master’s champion, 
said the order would reduce the 
income of all golf professionals 
from 60 to 75 per cent or more. He 
explained it would eliminate all 
sales after present golf shop stocks 
are exhausted, as well as end roy- 
alties on club designs. Only in- 
come, he estimated, would be fees 
from a few lessons, and incidentals. 

Nelson said he expected no tour- 
naments after the summer circuit. 

Bobby Jones, one-time grand- 
slam king of golf, said he believed 
re-processing of used golf balls and 
reclaiming old clubs would carry 
the game through the war. 

“Well,” commented veteran 
Tommy Armour, “what happens 
to us doesn’t worry me.

NEW YORK, April 10 (AP).—

Fourth, the littler business phase, 
just now really beginning, in which 
there are mobilized the small pro- 
ducers who in the aggregate are 
an immense reserve of*plants, ma- 
chines, skilled labor, and mana- 
gerial knowledge. 

Fifth, the phase of. self-reliant 
ingenuity and inventivensss, which 
is still ahead of us but, as indi- 
cated by the President’s interest 
in the old yards for wooden ships, 
is now in sight. In this phase 
men and women make much out 
of little. They do it by inventing 
substitutes and supplements. They 
do it by learning to do without 
many things. They do it by re- 
membering how they got along be- 
fore they had many of the things 
they can no longer have. Here are 
reserves of power which we have 
scarcely begun to tap. 
* . = 

NTIL this last reserve of power 

is brought into the war, it may 
be said that our great economic 
resources are a liability as well as 
an asset. We are well aware how 
great an asset they are. We must 
also realize, however, that just be- 
cause we are able to produce muni- 
tions on such a gigantic scale, 
there runs through our planning a 
disposition to do most things on a 
much too luxurious scale. So used 
are we to being a rich nation that 
in equipping ourselves for war we 
are living on a standard of mili- 
tary life which is very much 
higher indeed than that of our 
enemies. The specifications 
what we believe we want and the 
manner in which we go about fill- 
ing them are shot through and 
through with the peacetime notion 
that there is really plenty of every- 
thing for everything. 

There is not plenty of everything 
for everything. The effect of our 
luxurious ideas is not merely to use

The small, brown muscular Bur- 
mese wear silken shirts, bright 
scarves tied around the head, and 
loll much of the time in tea shops 
smoking mammoth: cheroots; but 
history confirms:that they are 
tough soldiers, . 


Relatively few, however, joined 
the Army after World War I Bur-

Behavior of the Burmese popu- 
lation before the fall of Rangoon 
was officially described by the

ing the long retreat ‘back from 
the Salween, Bilin and Sittang riv- 
ers there were reported cases of 
British wounded whose throats 
were slit by Dacoits. This was bal- 
anced by instances of friendly help 
to prisoners escaping through the 
Japanese lines. 

But the situation was serious 
enough to draw a public warning 
by the British military authorities

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WHAT A ONE-TERM CONGRESSMAN DID. 


Most then who are elected to the national House 
of Representatives go and come without causing so 
much as a ripple. Those who achieve anything of 
importance in a single two-year term are rare in- 
deed. Such a rare member was George Shiras III, son 
of the Supreme Court Justice, who has died at the 
age of 83. 

Mr. Shiras ran as an Independent Republican -in 
Pennsylvania, with Democratic support, just 40 years 
ago. He took office in 1903, served two years and 
retired voluntarily. When he left the House, the 
United States had a Migratory Bird Act which it 
did not have at the time he entered. George Shiras 
was the father of that epochal law in behalf of wild- 
life on the North American continent. 

After Mr. Shiras thad retired from the House, a 
treaty was negotiated with Great Britain under the 
law, with the result that the United States and 
Canada gave joint protection to migratory birds. 
This was attacked as unconstitutional, so he took 
up the fight again. This time he prepared the brief 
on which the protective legislation was successfully 
defended before the United States Supreme Court in 
the famous case of Missouri vs. Holland. 

America owes this one-term Congressman a grate- 
ful remembrance. It is not too much to say that he 
saved the continent’s migratory birds when they 
were headed fast for destruction. 
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NO SALARY CUTS FOR NEW YORK EMPLOYES. 


Mayor La Guardia’s wartime budget for New York 
City is a remarkable document—one which is pretty 
sure to become a landmark in municipal annals. Its 
first staccato paragraphs set its vigorous tone and 
indicate what is to follow:

_ In such cases the contractor. might be 
unable even during the war to handle 
more than one contract @ year, Yet an- 
other contractor making a different kind 
of munition which takes very little ma- 
chinery might be able to turn his capital 
over several times a year. 

The first man would make 6 per cent’ 
once in a year and the other would make 
6 per cent several times during the year. 
Moreover, the man who can turn his cap-. 
ital over four or five times in a year usually 
can quickly convert his machinery to peace- 
time uses when the war ends. : 


Obviously a flat limitation of a 6 per

ments to the effect that the Federal debt 
can be used as a vehicle to make pros- 
perity. Dr. Hansen has said that debt can 
be “managed” in a way to bring prosperity, 
and many believe him. 


But “managing” a debt of hundreds of 
billions so as to produce post-war prosperity 
is putting the cart before the horse. The 
need of Congress today is to write a tax law 
which will recapture excess profits, avoid 
undue hardships on those industries whose 
affairs do not fit into a standard formula, 
and still leave enough reserves in the cor- 
poration’s own hands for the rainy day, 

‘The need for such a formula is greater 
now than during the last war: The air- 
craft industry, the radio, the air-condition- 
ing industry and refrigeration—to name a 
few new leaders—have created perhaps 
10,000,000 jobs during the last 25 years that 
did not exist in 1917 or 1918. 

Most of these new industries and new 
jobs are the direct result of the investment 
of corporation surpluses, not Government 
investment. Certainly most of the workers 


who are being detached from jobs in these 


industries for war expect to go back to 
them when peace returns. 


» But if an unwise tax program is enacted, 
which prevents the building up of surpluses 
during this war, the expansion of such new 
industries, and others now in the blueprint 
stage awaiting only the “go” sign that 
comes with peace, will be stifled, 

The real danger, even from the stand 
point of the liberals who are thinking so 
earnestly about retaining social gains won 
since 1932, is that we shall go to. such 
extremes.in trying to catch war profits 
that we may destroy the reserves from 
which post-war expansion and business re- 
viva? springs.

Child of Negro Father and White Mother 
Hailed as Prodigy Since She Was 3— 
Mental Age Put at 17, I. Q. at 185. 


Ten-year-old Philippa Duke 
Schuyler, Negro child who_has been 
hailed as a prodigy since she was 
3, is grown-up enough today to 
jounce her jet black curls and 
smile coquettishly at the mention 
of boy friends, She has also learned 
to Conga. 

Philippa, whose mental age is 
fixed by child psychologists at more 
than 17 and whose latest I. Q. 
rating was 185, is on a concert tour, 
playing Chopin, Bach and her own 
compositions for piano, some of 
them improvised before she was 4, 
She. appeared today at Stowe 
Teachers’ College. 

She is the daughter of George 
S. Schuyler, Negro writer who con- 
ducts a colump in the Pittsburgh 
Courier, Negro weekly newspaper, 
and Mrs. Josephine Schuyler, who 
is white and very blonde. Philippa 
calls her father “George,” her 
mother “Jody,” salutations they en- 
courage. They live in Harlem. 

Mrs. Schuyler, who presided dur- 
ing an interview with Philippa, 
ran away from her Texas home 
while in her teens, became suc 
cessively a Mack Sennett bathing 
beauty, a ballet dancer, a painter 
and a poet. In 1928 she married 
Schuyler, who had been a protege 
of H. L. Mencken when the latter 
edited the American Mercury. 

Eats Raw Meat. 

Philippa’s parents disclaim credit 
for her precocity. Mrs. Schuyler 
attributes it to her diet of raw 
vegetables, fruits, nuts and un- 
cooked meat. “They’re vitality 
builders,” she explained, lowering 
her voice so Philippa would not 
overhear,..“and genius is nothing 
but vitality.”

PLANS NEAR MUNITIONS PLANT 


Proposed Changes to Be Discussed 
at Meeting at Walnut Park 
School. 


A public hearing on proposed 
changes in zoning regulations in 
the vicinity of the small arms am- 
munition plant will be held by the 
City “Plan Commission’s Zoning 
Committee at 8 o’clock tonight at 
Walnut Park School, 5814 Thekla 
avenue. 

Pointing out that part of the 
plant in. Northwest St. Louis ex- 
tends into areas designated as resi- 
dential under existing law, the 
commission said the industrial 
zone should be extended to take 
in the munitions plant. 

“It has also been suggested,” the 
commission reported, “that areas 
in the immediate vicinity of the 
plant now zoned ug residential 
should be changed to permit con- 
struction of four-family flats or 
multiple dwellings or both.” 

Of the land in the Walnut Park 
and Harney neighborhood districts 
which surround the plant, exclu- 
sive of land used for commercial 
or industrial purposes, 64 per cent 
is occupied by one or two-family 
dwellings, 35 per cent is vacant, 
and 1 per cent is occupied by mul- 
tiple dwellings. 

Building permits issued for those 
neighborhood districts in 1941 in- 
cluded 113 single family dwellings, 
four two-family dwellings and no 
multiple dwellings.

UST a month ago today the 
reorganization of the War De- 
partment was made effective. 
It was a wise move for the War 
Department to ciean its own house 
and streamline peacetime proce 
dures for war emergency. Today 
the three branches are function- 
ing efficiently, but the outstand- 
ing job, and the most difficult job 
in the whole picture, was thet 
given to Lieut. Gen. Brehon fSom- 
ervell, the Commanding General 
of the Services of Supply. 

I know what that job entails. 
I tried to do something along that 
line in the first World War, but 
Somervell, in the short period of

The Man for the Job. ! 


He has quietly, efficiently, and 
effectively gone about the job of 
tying in and combining related 


time-consuming procedures, clean- 
ing his house of dead wood, and 
at the same time keeping the 
wheels going. That is an accom- 
plishment. It is true that there is 
still much for him to do, but the 
American people can rest assured 
that he will do the job. 

More and more of the old die 
hard, .tradition-bound, regular 
Army brass hats have been in- 
spired by the vigorous and prec 
edent-breaking leadership of Som- 
ervell. 

Somervell’s first order was to 
drop the word “defense” and use 
the word “war.”

stripped of its essentials” was de- 
scribed last night by Francis B, 
Sayre, United States High Com- 
missioner to the Philippines, 
Sayre, who returned recently to 
America, told a United China Re- 
lief dinner he moved into the tun- 


.j nel, where “cots were jammed end 


to end,” with his family and part 
of his staff on Christmas eve after 
a breath-taking exodus from Ma-

“For the next two months,” he 
recalled, “we lived on Corregidor in 
the tunnel—one of the tunnels— 
which was known as Malinta tun- 
nel, 

“The air was foul, fetid, hot— 
even in December. Two or three 
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days after we got over there the 
Japanese put on a show—started 
bombing us—rained bombs down 
on Corregidor, smashed the build- 
ings on Topside, as it is called— 
on the top of Corregidor.’ 

“Casualties were heavy because 
our men hadn't as yet gotten ac- 
customed to the bombing and didn’t 
have their fox holes ready. 

“ .. . Hospitals crowded with 
bloody stretchers being brought in, 
and with the dying. . . . Tunnels

Lights all went out: You sit 
in the dark and wonder what's g0- 
ing to come next, .

In 
consequence of their greatly ex- 
panded mortar production, the 
Russians will be able, it is be 
lieved, to trade almost shell: for 
shell with the German . minen- 
werfers (mortars) when the spring 
campaign comes, 


What this means can be realized 
fully only by visiting military hos- 
pitals where trench-mortar wounds 
account for more than half of all 
the casualties. 


The Germans made terribly ef- 
fective use of mortars during their 
offensive last summer and _ fall. 
By massing these light and easily 
transported weapons at points of 
attack, they were able literally to 
blanket the Soviet defenses with 
fire. The Russians quickly real- 
ized their own deficiency, but didn’t 
cry over it. They immediately 
created a special commissariat for 
mortar production, converted a 
number of peacetime enterprises to 
the manufacture of mortars and 
mortar shells and very soon had 
multiplied their mortar armament. 


One Big Purpose. 

Mortars serve one all-important 
purpose—the destruction of man 
power. The Nazis employed them 
in masses to soften resistance and 
wipe out machine-gun hests just 
before attack. On the defensive 
in recent months, they have been 
relieved heavily by mortars, in com- 
bination with other weapons, in 
their attempts to break up advanc- 
ing or charging detachments of 
Russian troops. Being encased in 
cast iron, mortar shells shatter 
into’ countless fragments on ex- 
ploding. 


The mortar looks pretty much 
like a piece of steel pipe, mounted 
on a tripod. It is a muzzle-loader, 
fires at a high angle and has a 
range of from several hundred to 
3000 yards, depending on its size. 
The shells are equipped with fins 
like the aerial bomb and signal 
their approach with a nasty whirr. 
The Russians now are so well- 
equipped with these weapons that 
it is estimated that they have a 
light mortar for every dozen rifle- 
men in the battle lines. Mortars 
come in three sizes, 50, 70 and 8&2 
mm’s. The last, of which the Rus- 
sians have plenty, have great de- 
structive power. 


Next to the mortar for dead- 
liness rank machine guns and au- 
tomatic rifles. The Red Army be- 
gan the war well supplied with 
machine guns but there has been 
heavy emphasis on the manufac- 
turer of automatic rifles. There is 
scarcely a report from the front 
which does not mention the activ- 
ities of German or Soviet auto- 
matic riflemen. These are the 


-|shock troops, the close-range fight- 


ers of modern wirfare. They often 
go into battle clinging to the tur- 
rets of tanks and dismount when 
they reach the enemy lines to wipe 
out nests of resistance, so prepar- 
ing the way for the infantry which 
follows. 


Automatic riflemen have, to a 
considerable extent, taken the 
place of bayonet charges in mod- 
ern war. Both sides, when launch- 
ing an attack, make it a practice 
to send small detachments of au- 
tomatic riflemen into the enemy 
rear to block the lines of retreat 
and create the illusion of encircle- 
oa This is sometimes a suicidal 
ob.

Step Toward War :Conver- 
sion—Factories to Make 
Ordnance, Other Ma- 
teriel. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP).— 


manufacturers’ stocks of most 
types of heavy industrial machin- 
ery yesterday as a step toward 
conversion to war production. 

An order, effective immediately, 
prohibited manufacture or delivery 
of new, used or reconditioned ma- 
chinery without WPB approval. 
Government and lease-lend 
orders were excepted, as were 
those carrying a priority rating of 
A-® or higher. In addition, the 
manufacturers may fill certain 
orders involving less than $200, 
and in the case of pulp and paper 


making machinery less than $1000. 
All orders for leather working, 
tanning, textile, cotton ginning and 
delinting, shoe manufacturing and 
shoe re machinery were 


to | frozen. The $200 limit applies to 


firms making machines for paper 
covering, printing and publishing, 
the bakéry and confectionery 
trade, beverage bottling and indus- 
trial sewing. 

No restrictions were placed on 
deliveries of less than $1000 worth 
of repair and maintenance parts 
for a single -piece of existing ma- 
chinery, or on deliveries of parts 
worth more than $1000 in the event 
of actual breakdowns or suspen- 
sion of operations because of dam- 
age to existing machinery. 

WPB declared that industrial 
machinery producers were easily 
capable of manufacturing ordnance 
and other materiel and that the 
order would assist them in their 
conversion program. 

WPB orders also hit the golfer, 

the man who wants copper screens 
for his home and the farmer who 
would like to buy a small track- 
tread tractor. 
The use of iron, steel or other 
critical metals, or of cork or plas- 
tics in the manufacture of golf 
clubs after May 31 was forbidden. 
A limited use of thesé materials 
for that purpose up to May 31 was 
authorized. A previous order 
stopped golf-ball production on 
April 1. 

“Since golf clubs cannot be made 
without metal, and golf ‘balls can- 
not be made without rubber, the 
WPB order means that the manu- 
facturers of such equipment have 
been drafted for the duration,” the 
board’s announcement said. 

The copper screen order forbade 
retailers to sell, deliver, install or 
cut their stocks of that article ex- 
cept to fill Government orders or 
by special authorization of the 
WPB.

Consequently, we have suggested 
that the benefits must be extended 
in a non-discriminatory fashion, so 
that the higher salaried employes 
in the trust cannot be favored at 
the expense of the lower salaried. 
These suggeations at the same time 
would operate to safeguard the 
pension provision against use as 
a tax avoidance device. 

“At the present time an employe 
who leaves the company’s employ, 
either voluntarily or involuntarily, 
under many trusts forfeits his 
benefit from the employer’s con- 
tributions. Our suggestion was de- 
signed to mitigate such hardships 
by providing some benefit in the 
case of such employes who had 
been in the company’s service for 
some time.”

Dr. Usher, after studying at Har- 
vard, Oxford, Cambridge and Paris, 
began his teaching career as an 
assistant to a faculty membey at 
Harvard in 1904, coming to Wash- 
ington University in 1907, first as 
instructor in ‘history, then as assist- 
ant professor'and professor and fi- 


‘nally becoming head of the depart- 


ment of history. 


Author, through the years, of 
numerous important books, particu- 
lar distinction came to. him from 
the publication, in 1913, of his 
“Pan-Germanism.” Into that work 
went the materia] that had been 
accumulated for his Saturday ex- 
tension course lectures at the uni- 
versity and his contributions to 
the Atlantic Monthly and other 
periodicals. After the publication 


of the book opportunities came to 
him for the delivery of lectures 
over the country. 


Dr. Usher’s relations with radio 


began with the broadcasting of a. 


series of shorts on prominent world 
characters. The first one, through 
no fault of his, was what might 
have been called a flop. A station 
had been set up at the University 
chapel. When everything was in 
readiness the operator gave the go- 
ahead sign and Dr. Usher began 
speaking. Presently the operator 
said: “You might as well stop, 
Dr. Usher. Nothing is going out.” 
The reason, as Was soon ascer- 
tained, was that a tornado had 
struck St. Louis, playing havoc 
with all kinds of communication. 
Probably the person who was most 
disappointed was Mrs. Usher. 
Lacking a receiving set, which few 
homes had in those days, she had 
gone to a listening post that had 
been obligingly provided by a 
friend, and was waiting in high 
expectancy for the sound of her 
husband’s voice when the tornado 
put an end to that sort of thing 
for the time being. There was a 
wag ‘who raised the presumption 
that Dr. Usher's attempted broad- 
cast might. have produced the 
meteorological disturbance, but the 
general understanding was that it 
was the other way around. 
From then on Dr. Usher had 
occasional invitations to broadcast, 
but it was not until eight years 
ago that it became a regular 
thing. It was then that the idea 
of a radio series of. educational 
nature developed at the university 
and was put into effect with Dr. 
Usher making the broadcasts once 
a week, With the bmergence .of

Usher does not usually offer his 
own opinions. If, as has happened 
a time or two, his predictions have 
not been fulfilled, it can be said 
that they were based less on 
opinion than upon the indications 
inherent in the situation that 
existed at the moment. He 
his opinions but he subordinates 
them and tries to give the major- 
ity opinions of historians and ob- 
servers. What one man thinks he 
does not regard as important. His 
academic training tells him that. 

He enjoys broadcasting, partly 
as a personal exercise but more 
because he feels that he is per- 
forming a useful function. He 
does not miss the audience re- 
action which lecturers find stimu- 
lating.

In preparing his broadcasts, he 
has the benefit of his comprehen- 
sive understanding of world events, 
past and present, and a good 
memory which enables him to 
summon to his assistance the his- 
tory that has a relation to the sit- 
uation immediately in hand. For 
supplemental assistance and for 
checking up, he has a very exten- 
sive collection ot classified facts 
easily available, stored in 40 capa- 
cious files, 

Because of the completeness of 
his files, he is able sometimes to

ject comes up it may require three 
or four hours. 

He writes his own script in long- 
hand, finishing it in the late aft- 
ernoon and making such changes 
as last minute developments may 
necessitate. Half an hour before 
he is to go on the air he goes tq 
the Post-Dispatch to check on de- 
velopments. This he does by scan- 
ning the late news as it comes 
from the teletype machines. At 
6:15 o’clock he goes to a studio and 
for 15 minutes listens attentively 
to the broadcast from New York 
of John W. Vandercook and the 
reports from Europe and Asia that 
come in during the Vandercgok 
period, During the next 15 minvttes 
he makes such changes in his 
script as the Vandercook broadcast 
may have made necessary.

Dr. Usher interrupts his broad- 
cast, on occasion, to announce an 
important news bulletin that has 
just come in. Sometimes the news 
necessitates a comment and a di- 
gression from his script, but he 
avoids digressions if he can be- 
cause they make timing difficult. 

The script, examined after the 
broadcast, discloses that Dr, Usher 
is a disciple of conservation, for 
it is written on the back of type- 
written sheets, torn in half. 

Dr. Usher’s fan mail is heavy. 
Most of the letter-writers approve 
what he says and the way he says 
it, with particular reference to his 
objectivity and impatriality. 

He is pleased with the apprecia- 
tive comments that he hears as 
he goes about, made by persons in 
all stations of life. He has reason 
to think that he appeals to a wide 
age-range, for one day he was in- 
troduced to Archbishop John J. 
Glennon, who remarked that he al- 
ways listeend to the broadcast, and 
the same day a man told him that 
his 5-year-old son never missed.

Pains That 
Are Chronic 
In Abdomen

AIN in the abdomen is one 
Poe the commonest of all symp- 

toms and is due to a great 
variety of causes. Acute abdom- 
inal pain is a somewhat different 
thing than a@ chronic pain. Acute 
pain that arrives in the midst of 
good health demands serious con 
sideration, but was discussed yes- 
terday under the head of the 
acute abdomen. Today I wish to 
discuss chronic abdominal pain 
which is not too severe and which 
recurs day after day. 

To show how varied the causes 
of this symptom.are, I saw a pa- 
tient not long ago who had a con- 
stant dull pain all over his abdo- 
men. There was very, little else 
that he complained of and very 
little else tha could be found on 
him. 

The cause turned out to be lead 
poisoning which ig a fairly rare 
disease nowadays. It was found 
that his occupation was the pecu- 
liar one of inserting lead linings 
into caskets. 

A distinguished Philadelphia phy- 
sician onte wrote a paper called 
“The West Indies Dry Gripes,” and 
dry gripes is a very expressive 
term for the abdominal pain of 
lead poisoning. It is “dry” because 
it is not accompanied by a diar- 
rhea, but by constipation.

ANOTHER OFTEN _ unrecog- 
nized cause of abdominal pain is 
a curvature of the spine which 
causes pressure on the nerves 
that go out under the skin and are 
distributed to the abdominal re- 
gion. The diagnrostician, who hear- 
ing the symptoms of abdominal 
pain, confines his attention to the 
abdomen and does not examine the 
back, often loses out on these 
cases, . 


I suppose the commonest cause 
of abdominal pain, and one which 
leads to innumerable unnecessary 
operations is simply emotional im- 
balance, The person who is chron- 
ically dissatisfied with life is 
known as a “belly acher” and 
quite often these people actually 
have a belly ache which they do 
not realize is due to their dissatis- 
faction and maladjustment to life. 

Of course there are many tangi- 
ble causes of chronic abdominal 
pain in the abdomen itself. Peptic 
ulcer of the stomach or duodenum 
causes abdominal discomfort, so 
does gall stones, also gall bladder 
disease,

THE TREATMENT of chronic 
abdominal pain depends upon the 
cause, as can readily be seen, and 
to determine this cause requires a 
considerable amount of diagnostic 
skill but in the present day we 
have many aids and means for this 
diagnosis, Such a patient is usu- 
ally subjected to a routine exam- 
ination with the help of all labora- 
tory technics and consultants. 


An examination of the blood will 
immediately disclose the presence 
of lead poisoning, which solved the 
case I mentioned above. The X- 
ray, of course, is a highly import- 
ant feature of the examination. 
Examination by stomach special- 
ists, rectal specialists and gyn- 
ecologists all may be necessary to 
help unravel an obscure case. 


In treatment, too, we are pretty 
well fixed to handle these cases. 
The orthopedic surgeon may be 
called in to treat the spine condi- 
tion and thus serve as a specialist 
on the abdomen. One of the curses 
of our modern situation is the 
readiness with which these pa- 
tients are sometimes operated on 
without careful consideration of 
exactly what is the matter.
